2. Claims 1-3, 5-9, 11-15, 17, and 18 renumbered as 1-15 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1,7, 13, prior art of record, in single or in combination, does 
not disclose each respective interference factor set includes a first estimated 
interference value representing an estimated interference that a respective existing 
transmission imposes on a proposed transmission and a second value representing an 
estimated interference that proposed transmission imposes on respective existing 
transmission in combination with other limitations of the claims. 
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Regarding claims 6, 18, prior art of record, in single or in combination, does not 
disclose estimating a respective interference factor set for each existing transmission in 
relation to each respective proposed transmission, calculating a respective minimum 
interference factor set based on respective estimated respective interference factor 
sets, and assigning a respective channel configuration for each respective proposed 
transmission based on respective calculated minimum interference factor sets.
